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New Federation of Central Europe 
Discussed at Scolars Conference 



A dream to unite over one mil- 
lion people in Central Europe, most 
of whom arc now behind the Iron 
Curtain, is being pursued by three 
McGlll scientists and many scholars 
from the continent. 

Creation of a Central European 
Federation, standing between Ger- 
many and Russia* was discussed by 
delegates to the annual meeting of 
the National Council of Geography 
Teachers at Pittsburgh held last 
week-end. McGill was represented 
by Dr. Bogdcn Zoborskl, Polish- 
trained geographer. 

Dr. Zaborski, Just back from the 
meeting which was attended by an- 
other Canadian representative, 
Dean Scarfc of the University of 
Manitoba, said In an interview yes- 
terday that the future of some 12 
countries in the area of Central 
Europe depended upon the degree 
to which they would co-operate if 
given a chance in the future. He 
hoped that such a confederation 
would "abolish unnncccssary 
boundaries and tariffs and make for 
sincere and peaceful co-opcratlo 
amongst these peoples." 

The shorted policy of the past 
made the Baltic countries, and 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Romania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria nnd 
Albania, easy prey for cither 
Germany or Russia, depending upon 
who was in the ascendant. 

"Refugee scholars and professors 
have a duty to keep alive the 
thought of freedom and the great 
possibilities which a Central 
European Federation would have 
for a now divided Europe. 

Among the McGill staff members 
who meet from time to time to 
discuss and keep alive the great 
ideal of federation are Professor 
Zaborski; Prof.' Jan Novotny, 
Czechoslovakia, Economic Depart- 
ment; and Prof. Milos Mladcnovic. 
Yugoslavia, History Department. 

The McGill group is being join- 
ed Informally by others, who are 
Intcresleri in the project. 

Professor Zoborski said that the 





group is mainly interested in tlic 
scientific side of the problem. He 
pointed out that even before the 
last war trade between north and 
south exceeded that from cast to 
west. This would lend to show the 
greater possibility of such a union 
running from Sweden in the north 
to the Balkans In the south.

Unilateral Disarmament: Delusion 
Says General A.G.L McNaughton

Unilateral disarmament is a uni- 
versal delusion, said General A. G. 
L. McNaughton last night address- 
ing the McGill Contingent of the 
Canndian Officers Training Corps 
(COTC) at their annual Mess Din- 
ner. 

At the dinner Lt. Col. E. M. Coun- 
scll. Commanding Officer of the 
McGlll Contingent, announced his 
retirement from the unit, as of Jan. 
1, 1952, Major D. W. McLean, for- 
merly Chief Instructor of the Black 
Watch, will take over this position 
when Col. Counsel) retires In Janu- 
ary. 

Gen. McNaughton, a McGill grad- 
uate in engineering, was speaking 
for the first time in his newly 
appointed capacity, as Honorary 
Colonel of the unit. Gen. Mc- 
Naughton qualified for his commis- 
sion in the army In 1010. the same 
year he graduated from McGlll. 
having completed his training by 
carrying military studies along with 
his work in electrical engineering. 
Last night he affirmed his apprécia- 
tlon of the opportunity to renew 
the happy association he had at 
McGill as an undergraduate, post- 
graduate, and lecturer. 

The past two wars and the 
present Korean situation have 
shown, at the cost of many lives, 
that the principle of unilateral dis-

armament is a universal delusion, 
Gen. McNaughton said. 

Today Uie strength of the North 
Atlantic alliance and its capacity 
for defence rests not in numbers, 
but In the quality of the forces, 
weapons, and equipment. The 
young people on' whom our future 
depends are' highly educated, have 
Fhown the Inventive abilities and 
the research capabilities necessary 
for adequntc leadership. 

Atomic Weapons 
We must not surrender our 
atomic weapons until wc have an 



Insure sufficient control to prevent 
them ever being used against us. 

We must improve the margin of 
superiority In our weapons and be 
prepared to use them effectively. 
If we allow the high standards of 
education to decline we would soon 
be overtaken and surpassed. 
UN PROTECTION 
The best protection would be 
effective i security under the 
United Nations, but until such 
an effective security can be ob- 
tained the Improvement of wea- 
pons Is vital for protection. 
Gen. McNaughton was introduced 
by Chief Justice O. S. Tyndale, 
who briefly outlined the speaker's 
career,- pointing out his rapid rise 
to the rank of Brigadier-General in 
1018, and his service as General Of- 
ficer Commanding the First Cana- 
dian Army in the second world 
war. 

Gen. McNaughton in 1044 became 
Canada's Minister of National De- 
fence and later became a member 
of the UN Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. From 1048 to 1050 was Cana- 
da's permanent delegate to the UN. 

The new commanding officer of 
the McGlll contingent, Major Mc- 
Lean, graduated In Arts from Mc- 
Glll in 1834, and was an officer in 
tne Princess Pats. He was awarded 
the Military Cra-w for gallantry in

For Better Statistics 



Dear Sir, 

As a mathematician with a deep interest 
in the theory and application of mathema ' 
itatistics, I was very pleased to read the He- 
port on Canadian Culture as presented in The 
Daily of November 29. As your compilers in- 
dicate, successful inference from the data as 
assembled is very difficult, and this is due to 
.the particular design. of the experiment. 

I do not wish to criticize Professor Phelps 
for his effort: on the contrary, it is gratifying, 
to say the least, to .note that such a learned 
classicist as he should recognize the benefits 
of statistical investigation. This is more than 
one can say, unfortunately, for many of the 
giants of scientific commerce. 

But like many experimenters, Professor 
Phelps hns proceeded in a most inefficient 
manner which affords almost no possibility of 
obtaining the true picture. To the mathema- 
tical statistician (at least) it would be of in- 
west to know just what combination of the 
lèverai factors is most frequent. For example, 
how many people read the Star, prefer new* 
*nd features articles to editorials and sports 



reports, read Life magazine and biographies 
and go to the movies? And just how do the 
examination marks (in English, I suppose) of 
these people compare with the marks of those 
preferring different combinations of the com- 
ponent factors?

''design," such information, together with 
other items of varied interest, could be ob- 
tained. 

Again I wish, to emphasize that I would 
congratulate rather than criticize Professor 
Phelps on his work, and, indeed, I feel that 
the project is so worthy that I should be more 
than willing to offer my assistance in design- 
ing a more revealing study to be employed in 
the future.

That, this revolting comment should have 
appeared at all in the. report is all the more 
surprising after a recent occurrence. When 



Mr. Sheppard announced the coming of the 
report to the first year class, he stated that 
one-fifth of the students could not name the 
Prime Minister. The remark was not well re- 
ceived by the audience. Afterwnrds, under 
pressure of argument, he admitted to me that 
he "exaggerated a little." And now what has 
happened? It has risen to one-fourth of the 
ètudents.

as well as guiding the policy Of 
the American Assembly, chose the 
delegates, decide when the As 
semblles shall be held, and general 
ly oversee the progress of the en 
terprise. There are three Assemblies 
a year and also related conferences 
of an Industry-wide, regional, sclen 
tiflc, or technical character. 

Background material on the sub 
Ject to be discussed by each As 
sembly.ls provided by directors 
of research appointed by the Na 
tlonal Policy Board. Prior to the 
actual Assembly, all the research, 
and other pertinent information are 
Incorporated Into convenient work 
books, which are atudied by the 
Assembly participants. 

Delegates to the Assembly are 
chosen as being representative of 
the kind of people who have to live 
With, and deal with the problem 
at hand on a practical basis. They 
represent many occupations and in 
terests; and as geographical areas 
are often more compelling Influ- 
ence» than • interests and occupa 
Hons, they come from every par 
of the United States. 

During the Assembly these deleg 
ates • discuss every aspect of the 
problem; and they are encouraged 
to break up into small groups for 
informal discussions a definite part 
of the Assembly program. 
Findings Published 

After an Assembly. It. finding 
are published as widely as poulble 
for the guldan?e of the American 
people. Allhuogh the Assembly 
does not expect to find solutions 
for every problem; they feel that 
the amalgamation of Idea with fact, 
and of theory with experience will 
produce some clearly agreed upon 
truths and . observations. Tnelr 
findings do not represent any one 
school of thought, for the viw 
points of the minority or diall- 
ing groups receive the same at- 
tention as those of the majority. 
The Assembly feels that a confer- 
ence on some very controversial 
subject could be considered a suc- 
cess it it were only to clearly de- 
fine the Issues 

It Is an important part of the 
Assembly'* program to ensure that 
these findings are used by the 
American people. The delegates to 
the Assembly take back the find- 
ings to their own homes and or- 
ganizations in all parts' of the 
country, and put them to. work. 
In this way the Assembly hope* 
lo provide the American people 
with information on which they 
can form their own opinions, and 
by which they can judge the poli- 
cies and actions of their govern- 
ment, and other leaders. For they 
feel that the maintenance of a 
atrong democracy has become in- 
creasingly dependent upon a better 
public understanding of national 
and- - international problems and 
objectives. 

ASSEMBLY'S JOB 

"It la not the job of the Assem- 
bly to tell the American people 
what they ought to do," aald Mr. 
Lewis Douglas, speaking of the 
Assembly's alms, "but to bring a 
wide croas-aectlon of American 
thinking to bear on the subject, to 
explore the possibilities, and to 
clarify Important factors so that the 
American people wilt be able to 
make up their own minds. 

The American Assembly has four 
ways In which it hopes to achieve 
its objectives. The first is to gather 
the relevant Information pertaining 
to the subject to be discussed. Then 
the Assembly will bring together 
about 80 delegates, représentative 
of all sections of thé country, im- 
portant occupations, and various 
social strata, In order to discuss the 
facta and what they mean in terms 
of policy. A detailed record will be 
kept of the various discussions, the 
different Ideas -and argumen 
Drought forth, and the way in 
which these arguments were re- 
solved. Finally, after the confer- 
ence, they will make this material 
available for press use and educa 
tlonal purposes, and will also en- 
deavour to get thé information Into 
the minds and hearts of thé Amer- 
ican people.
